McGill 
Receives 
$22,630 

Grant Is Given 
For Psychiatry 

McGill -will receive a grant 
of ?22,630 for continued re- 
search and other work in the 
field of psychiatry for the 
second consecutive year. 

The grant, given hy the 
Society for the Investigation 
of Human Ecology, will go 
partly to the Allen Memorial 
Institute of Psychiatry while 
the rest is granted to the 
departments of psychiatry 
and socio-anthropology. 
v The society's announcement 
yesterday revealed that $18,405 
of this amount is given for con- 
tinued research in the treatment 
of seriously disturbed persons 
suffering from paranoid schizoph- 
renia. The balance, $4,225, is 
granted for further development 
of a publication called "Trans- 
cultural Research in Mental 
Health" which is published twice 
annually. 

The Allan Memorial Institute 
is under the direction of Dr. D. 
Ewen Cameron while the publica- 
tion is headed by Dr. E.D. Witt- 
kower and Dr. J. Fried, both of 
McGill.

Stress Seen On 
Social Training 

Dean H.N. Fieldhouse of the Faculty of Arts and 
Science yesterday expressed his opinion of a feature article 
in Saturday's edition of the Montreal Star on the attributes 
of schools in England. 



Dean Fieldhouse hoped that 
the article would not be used 
either "to set off one of those 
rather silly nrguments in which 
things Canadian' are set off 
against things English, or to 
suggest that, if English schools 
are, in general, better than ours, 
it is the fault of the school." 

He felt that teachers in Can- 



ada are generally as able as those 
in England and the blame for 
their not receiving as good an 
education as in England must 
fall on the Canadian community 
which apparently does not want 
them to have that training. 

He explained : "It wants them 
to have the best possible training,

House Dr. Wilson gave his views on the evolution in ÏÏS^ti^iSrS God the 
present-day status of religion and the popular views on the rimaKf S ' 
Wilson, 



Dr. Wilson, writer of the 
column "Let's Talk It Over" in 
The Montreal Star, enumerated 
three conceptions of God: the 
God of judgment, the God of mer- 
cy, and the God of . love. Han's 
choice among these three Is in- 
fluenced to a great extent by his 
environment. Dr. Wilson cited 
the American nation as an exam- 
ple. 

The early Puritans and Pil- 
griras chose the God of judgment, 
an ascetic ruler who made de- 
mands of them and differentiated 
distinctly between right and 
wrong. In their newly-founded

country, however, natural wealth 
and perpetual resourcefulness 
brought prosperity to the people. 
It was then, Dr. Wilson pointed 
out, that the conception of God 
was altered. 

The general view became that 
God was "on your side". The 
congregation was and is taught, 
said Dr. Wilson, that if the indi- 
vidual attends church regularly 
and goes through the motion of 
religious. practice, his road 
through life would be a "veri- 
table bed of roses". Iteligion has 
become somewhat of an "insur- 



ance policy" to the average inter- 
preter. 

Some of the current literature 
such as "Prosperity through Pray- 
er" brings a false "synthetic 
cheer" to the public, Dr. Wilson 
remarked. He elucidated that 
the happiness he was speaking of 
was the shallow, material sense 
of the word. The idea that relig- 
ion brings that kind of happiness 
is definitely not based on the 
Scriptures. Dr. Wilson staled 
that in his opinion it would be 
ridiculous to "sell one's soul to 
a God of material happiness". 



Twenty-One Negro 
Students Register 

NORFOLK, Virginia, Feb. 2 — Twenty-one Negro 
students today registered without incident in previously 
all-white schools. Early reports that there would be picket- 
ing, strife, or a boycott by white students failed to material- 
ize. In fact, opening day attendance in the integrated schools

was above normal. 

Ten Ne*ro girls and seven boys 
entered six junior high and high 
schools which had been closed in 
Norfolk since September because 
of Virginia "Massive Resistance" 
laws designed to prevent integra- 
tion. A court ruling last month 
ruled the laws constitutional and 
paved the way for the integration. 

A large crowd of bystanders 
including many reporters and 
photographers gathered before 
the city's main high school. Only 
four policemen were on hand, 
one of whom was directing traf- 
fic Then two Negro students 
arrived. A. group of white stu- 
dents joined hands to keep the 
crowds back and formed a corri- 
dor for the Negroes to enter tin 
school. Not even a. cat-call was 
heard . from the . crowd. 

While police patrols and off- 
icers with gas masks stood by, 
four other . Negro children en- 



rolled quietly in a junior high 
school In Arlington, just across 
the river from" Washington, D.C. 

Previous to the integration, 6*3 
top students from Norfolk schools 
issued a statement calling for 
their classmates to accept the 
Integration with "dignity". 

Civic leaders took great pains 
to make this seem just the begin- 
ning of another school term, but 
there was worry beneath the sur- 
face. The Virginia general assem- 
bly remained in session, ready to 
take emergency steps, but the 
precaution was unnecessary. 
Some, however, are still hesitant 
about pronouncing the integra- 
tion an unqualified success. "So- 
far, so good", said Lt. Gov. A. F. 
S. Stephens. "The question is 
what will' happen Inside the 
schools. Kids can be cruel some- 
times." 
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The Young (Social) Lions 

In any discussion of the university's function, there 
arises the" obvious fact that a good number of students 
tolerate the work they have to\lo in college only because it 
permits their continued presence here. 

This attitude is particularly noticeable nhiong the girls. 
Men students, faced with the eventual necessity of earning 
a living, have an eminently practical motive for obtaining 
a universitv education. Co-eds, most of whom intend to get 
married soon after leaving college, can afford to regard 
their education with a somewhat higher degree of msou- 
,'. ciancc. 

The usual reaction to intimations of this nature is one 
of outrage. Cries of "Country Club", "Marriage Bureau", 
and ''Refuge for Social Climbers" are heard. We some- 
times, wonder if they are entirely justified. 

• After all, given a young, healthy, curious, moderately 
intelligent and moderately attractive (laughter of seven- 
teen, where else is a parent to send her? Some^ with more 
intelligence than foresight, send their daughters to a finish- 
ing school or expensive art academy in Europe or New 
England. Most parents are too limited in means, or too 
wary, or both. Their daughters go to college. (Work, 
of course, is out of the question.) 

Here, thev can be active and go to parties and meet 
people. Most of the other people of the same background 
are here too. Here, they are given something to do. Here, 
they'are exposed to intelligent opinion and sometimes even 
intelligent people. Here,, they might jeven learn something. 

The surprising thing; is . that wh le : most co-eds regard 
the intellectual as the leak important aspect of their educ- 
ation, they nonetheless do take their work fairly seriqusly. 
Tjerhans it l\;is occurred '.to them that a fairly good time 
spread over four years lift preferablè 'to an all-out smash 
in one. Perhaps the opprobrium of failure has some effect. 

Whatever) the cause 1 , their expos ire to intelligence can 
do them little harm, and often muçî good. As a .place for 
the average ICaiiadiari guj to spent} j her post adolescent 
y'eals, tlie university is almost ideal, i 
i j ' This is, of course, a self-proving'axiom. For as long 
as our educ.'jtjipnal policies are such that entrance to a 
* university is based on financial competence, and not on 
suitability or, desire, our universities! will continue to serve 
as fields not only for study but for thé cultivation of wild 
oats as well. 

Willie lioppe Dies 

Fcrhaps no other indoor sport has been more a part of 
America than billiards. This was, of course, before the 
word "poolroom" became associated with the underworld, 
and shady dealings in general. And there was perhaps 
no man who was more admired by pool or billiard 
enthusiasts than Willie lioppe. In fact Willie was 
somewhat of a legend in his own lifetime. He was the only 
billiard player to give an exhibition in the White House, 
Avhen he played before President Taft in 1911. In his 
lifetime Willie. Hoppe held 51 world titles. His first 
title was won in 1906 at the age of 18 and his last one in 
1952. Several years-later he took up three cushion billiards 
and remained champion of that game until his last world 

Yesterday, Willie Hoppe died at the age of seventy 
'•'one.. In a world where men devoted their lifetime to war, 
science, adventure, or just plain living, Willie Hoppe was 
unique. He devoted his lifetime to the game of billiards. 
That game, if played properly, requires a steady hand and 
' 'nerves as well as practice — a great amount of the latter. 
Willie never lacked any of the requirements. He played 
is first game at the age of eight and didn't stop until his. 
inal illness. 

In recent years lie has grown to be an anachronism. 
There just simply wasn't anyone as good as he, and no one 
presented any real challenge. 

"There is almost nob/dy left now to stimulate interest 
in the game" he said recently. "The youngsters have more 
important things to do than to play billiards." 

Willie's life and his death brings us back to a time 
when the game on the green cloth was more important 
than Sputnik, Lunik, the Cold War or television. Today 
the electronic brain and the IBM calculator has replaced 
a threç cushion drop.

Kerr Krupp Defended 
Against New Charges

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To the Editor : 

Aside with all hilarity. Al- 
though Herr Krupp was acquitted 
earlier, a new charge was filed 
against' him last -Thursday by 
informer Leon Jèdolkin. Krupp 
is accused for his financial sup- 
port of Hitler and his party. How- 
ever, before passing rash judg- 
ment permit us to analyse the 
dire circumstances that motiv- 
ated Herr Krupp. to act in such 
peculiar fashion. 

' Germany, before 1933, was to- 
tal chaos. Her corrupt, parasitic 
government officials exploited 
the country and wrecked the 
economy, her people were dis- 
satisfied, unemployed and starv- 
ing, and communism lurked on 
every street corner. Krupp, ap- 
palled by what might befall his 
people and his industry, entrust- 
ed a small fortune to the late 
Adolf Hitler, a mah who prom- 
ised to banish the brooding de- 
luge with his wonder drugs. 
Wonder drugs the Ftihrer did 
have. Thcy'worked flawlessly till 
1939 and helped build an indes- 
tructible wall about -that man in 
the brown suit. 

Unforeseeable 
Consequences 
.^Although the fascists preaehed 
anti-Semitism all , across Ger- 
many, it was unforeseeable that 
concentration camps would ever 
be mass produced toy the Nazis. 
Krupp's preference,' therefore, of 
facism to communism was a dif- 
ficult, yet wise and sincere de- 
cision. He definitely averted the 
recurrence of a bloody revolu- 
tion, such as that staged by the 
communists in Ruisia. 

Krupp's failure to intervene in 
the later developments of sadism 
within the Party again- displays 
his profound wisdom. Fortun- 
ately he realized his hopeless pos- 
ition. One peep out of him, a 
capitalist, a no. 1 enemy, or a 
slight waning of ' his support 
would have constituted his death 
knell, his immediate, liquidation 
and the absorption of his proper- 
ty by the state. Rather than save 
any lives, he would have risked 
another. How can Mr. Jcdeikin 
possibly expect Herr Krupp to 
change history, when even the 
army, the most lethal tool against 
any dictator, shattered on the 
invincible fortress of the Hitler 
Itcgime, as is evident from the 
untimely deaths df Field Mar- 
shall Rommel and Graf Staufon- 
berg (rank unknown). 

Krupp's Patriotism 
If, then, it is only Krupp's pa- 
triotism in the 'prelude and hii 
reluctance to be a 1 dead fool in 
the climax that are On trial here, 
we plead the man's immediato 
acquittal.

The history 
of the case runs as follows: First, 
a ridiculous article by Mr. Alex- 
ander Reisch: Second, a flood of 
outraged replies with about as 
much coherence as one can ex- 
pect from a flock of geese being 
led to slaughter. 

Then, an antiapologctic resume 
from the originator of the mean- 
ingless spaccwaster which had 
raised so much debate, if ranting 
and raving can be called debate 
with equanimity. Finally, a caca- 
phony of further screeching and 
wailing from other "victims" of 
Krupp's persecutions. If they arc 
so anxious to attack this kind of 
oppression, why not attack the 
entire system which he repre- 
sents,, which is not German in- _ 
dustrialism but unrestricted mo- 
nopolistic activity in general. 

For make no mistake about it, 
the leaders of our industry, or 
at least some of them, would 
have acted no differently. Some 
of 'them undoubtedly would have 
been even more ruthless. Ergo — 
don't attack Krupp unless you 
arc also prepared to attack the 
system under which we ourselves 
live.

Reisch won't mind my correct- 
ing his terminology in this res- 
pect. I'm sure that he would not 
like to give the impression that 
these criminals were tried wrong-* 
)y or illegally without reason.

You might investigate the 
presence of Mr. Krupp at the " 
early party gatherings, in the 
twenties. 

Secondly, you are too young to 
remember or to hate, so admit 
the support that the German 
people as a whole gave to Nation- 
al Socialism. (Remember the 
elections of 1933 and '34 — 92'o 
in favour of Nat. Soc.) 

Thirdly, which is more pitiful 
than anything else, you are ex- 
pressing a lie to say that the 
German people knew not what 
was happening at Buchenwald, 
Auschwitz, Dachau, and the num- 
erous other concentration camps. 
With my own eyes I have seen 
the enslavement of Europe, the 
transport to concentration camps, 
and to the factories of Krupp 
which I visited in those days. 

1 do remember the joyful Ger- 
man faces in the early war years 
when the victory was won. Not 
only the S.S. but all those that 
put the Nazis into power arc 
responsible which is 92 r l of the 
German people. 

•If. you still don't agree, ask 
the eye witnesses or.thc'people 
of Rotterdam, or of the Nether- . 
lands as a whole where thousands 
of innocent people were torn 
from home, drowned by flood- 
ing, or forced to die of starv- 
ation. 

Mr. Reisch, it is time now to 
forgive and reconcile, hut ignor- 
ant people like yourself make 
this almost impossible..

Sold By American 

An American importer this week started taking orders 
for Russian science class equipment. Protests to the action 
have been violent, particularly because he is selling the 
equipment at prices two-thirds below comparable equipment 
in the United States. 



One competitor called the imp- 
orts a propaganda trick by the 
Hussions "who would give the 
stuff away for nothing if they 
thought they could influence Am- 
erican youth toward Communism." 

American physicists have exam- 
ined the equipment and reported 
that although it is inferior to the 
best scientific gadgets offered by 
most American companies, it is 
much better than instruments now- 
used by many email secondary 
schools, They said that is is well 
engineered for mass production 
which brings its cost down low. 

The Russians make $200.000,000 
worth of such equipment a year,, 
compared to only $6.000,000 In the 
United States. The American imp- 
nls are apparently surplus Russ- 
ian products.

of course, in theory. But it wanta 
them to have so many other 
things, at the same time, that 
the training slips into second, 
third, or fourth place." 

Dean Fieldhouse picked out 
what he considered to be the 
three most Important points in 
the article written by Mr. Sager. 
They arc that the English system 
is more competitive than ours, 
that it is more single-minded, and 
that it is free to get on with its 
special job of teaching because 
it is not expected to take care of 
the social aspirations, sex educ- 
ation, etc. 

"English schools don't seem to 
rccogni2e .the existence of the 
teenager, difficult or otherwise," 
but treat him as a pupil without 
burdening him with the problems 
of an immature adult." 

He felt that it Ls surprising 
that today's youth is not more 
self-conscious than they arc, con- 
sidering the amount of public 
analysis, given them. "If we 
could stop analyzing our children 
and get on with teaching them ; 
and if parents would undertake 
the social training of their chil- 
dren and leave the school to get 
on with what it is specially des- 
igned to do, I think we could 
soon make articles such as Mr, 
Sager's out of date." 




Lectures cover a wide area of 
topics, including Labrador, archi- 
tecture, and machines ; A lecture 
on "Law. Lawyers, and the Public 
Interest" has been scheduled for 
this week's presentation. Future 
lectures may consist of such to- 
pics as "What is .Philosophy?" 
"Chemistry of the Upper Atmos- 
phere" and "Congenital Deformi- 
ties in Man". 

Professor Denstedt recently 
explained I that although the lec- 
tures were vocational, they were 
not designed to influence the stu- 
dent in any way. He also said 
that right now there was a shor- 
tage of students at the graduate 
study level, but as present high 
school students pass through un- 
dergraduate studies there would 
be an increased demand for faci- 
lities in graduate faculties.
